HOW CAN I? 


Q. How ¢an I polish out small 
scratches on glass? ; 

A. They may be partially pol- 
ished out by rubbing with rouge 
wet with water upon a piece of 
soft leather. However, if the 
scratches are deep, it will be 
necessary to grind them out with 
the finest flour emery, such as 
that used by opticians, and the 
spot polished with rouge and water 
in a piece of soft leather, 

Q. Hw can I remove calcimine? 

A. Ordinary calcimine may be 
washed off with water. However, 
if necessary, add some alkaline 
substance such as soap powder, 
ammonia, trisodium phosphate, or 
borax, to the water. 

Q. How can I loosen the dirt 
when soaking curtains? 

A. A half-cup of salt added to 
the water in which curtaing are 
being soaked loosens the dirt more 
rapidly and aids materially in the 
laundering. 

Q. How can I repair a leak in 
the rubber hot water bottle? 

A. By applying several pieces 
of liquid court plaster, letting 
each plece dry before applying the 
next, and making each piece a 
little larger than the preceding 
one. 

Q. What is the best method of 
cleaning eye glasses? 

A. By first ‘moistening the tips 
of the fingers, rubbing them over 
a cake of soap, and then rubbing 
them over the sides of the lens. 
Polish as usual. Cold cream or 
vaseline are also very good cleans- 
ers. Rub well afterwards with 
tissue paper,

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BLOOD DRYING 


British scientists are spending 
a legacy of nearly $100,000 on a 
blood freezing and drying plant 
whieh will carry devolopment of 
life-saving plasma still another 
great stride forward. Every dol- 
lar spent may represent a life or 
more. saved. . 

Building ofthe machine, largest 
yet erected for the freezing and 
drying of plasma, will put Britain 
ahead in a field of science which 
is being diligently studied, for 
peace as well as war, by all fight- 
ing nations. It was made possible 
through a gift to the Medical Re- 
search Council by trustees of the 
late millionaire chemist, Sir Henry 
Wellcome. 


Retains Quality indefinitely 


The machine resembles a giant 
refrigerator coupled to a group 
of tall cylinders. Through a new 
process discovered by British sei- 
entists, it will freeze and dry 
each week the blood gifts of 10,- 
000 donors. Next week—or even 


cause it retains its quality indef. 
initely, 

Dried plasma is saving lives in 
Egypt today, and British war- 
ships, fighting their way to Rtus- 
sia, or Malta, carry the flake-like 
substance to save lives in the 
middle of intense actions or rag- 
ing gales, 

British blood also flows in the 
veins of many Chinese soldiers, 
wounded in the never-ceasing 
fight against Japan. To reach 
the Chinese the blood gifta from 
Britain are sent thousands of 
miles -by air and sea and pass 
through all kinds of temperatures, 
Yet the plasma remains perfect. 


Spin-Freezing 


The new plasma plant will pro- 
duce 3,500 units, frozen dried and 
ready for use, weekly. The freez- 
ing and drying process is known 
as spin-freezing. A bottle con- 
taining liquid plasma is fitted on 
a shaft which rotates at high 
speed. The contents, whirling in 
a bottle, forms a cone, giving the 
low temperature a greater ex- 
panse of liquid to freeze. Sud- 
denly the plasma freezes and the 


‘liquid is drawn out under a high 


vacuum process, leaving only the 
golden, dry plasma flakes. Then 
the bottle is sealed, ready for 
use.

Japan Loses Large Market 
Of Rice-Importing Countries 


Rice, a great deal too much of 
it, offers the “makings” of a new 
economic headache to Japan, as a 
result of the conquest of the 
world’s principal rice-producing 
areas in Indo-China, Burma and 
Thailand, Science Service points 
out, These countries together 
grow nine billion pounds of rice 
& year; the import requirements 
of all the lands now under Japan- 
ese domination are lesg than four 


billion. What to do with the reat 
of it? 
The biggest rice-consuming 


countries that formerly imported 
heavily from the great rice-produe- 
ing region were Indla and Ceylon 
(4,500,000,000 po nds), Europe (2, 
500,000,000), the rest-of: the world 
altogether, something over 1,000,- 
000,000 pounds a year.

march aboard.” 

The men who took the beaches 
at Dieppe and played their part in 
demolishing the town have found 
out after weary months and years 
of waiting what war is like. 

That is something we have still 
to find out. 

So far we have only bought a 
few bonds, licked. a few war 
savings stamps, given to: the Red 
Cross and the Buckshee Fund— 
that sort of thing! 

We haven't sacrificed anything. 
We don’t sweat for the war. 

Public men rap us on the knuc- 
kles if we say that Canada ia not 
doing a full job of war work, They 
raise a smokc screen of empty 
eloquence to’ boast of what is be- 
ing done. They promise that some 
day the government will place the 
whole war effort’ on a wartime 
basis, but in the meantime too 
gnany @%&us carry on with pur 
bridge and our golf. We atiek 
nobly to the rations of tea and 
coffee and sugar and gasoline— 
and sneak out of all-out service 
by buying cakes and pastries 
with sugar in them, by drinking 
tea and coffee in restaurants and 
hotels, by using taxicabs to take 
us on our useless errands when 
our own tanks are empty. 

We are long on talk and ehort 
on discipline. What we neeed is 
drill, and lots of it, thrown at us 
by tough sergeants with a rasp 
in their voices, 

Could *we march abroad with our 
rifles at the slope? 

Fewer etrikes, fewer attempts 
to evade the rationing decided up- 
on after careful study by the War 
time Prices and Trade Board, less 
indulgence in petty luxuries 
that’s the kind of drill we need to 
fit ux to play a proper part when 
the going gets tough

Reich Has Farm 
Labor Troubles

Shortage of Farm Workers 
Not Confined To Canada 


If Ontario and Canada have 
trouble with the farm labor prob- 
lem, there is some consolation 
that Hitler and Mussolini probably 
have. even greater troubles, says 
the Woodstock Sentinel-Review. 
A first class glimpse into the 
Beropean situation is offered in 
the August issue of the Economic 
Annalist, published by the Domin- 
jon Department of Agriculture. 

Extraordinary effort was made 
in Germany to mobilize labor for 
farm work. All farmers are re- 
quired to work longer hours, in- 
cluding Sundaye and holidays. In 
January, the number of boys and 
girls, 14 years old and older, who 
were made subject to compulsory 
farm labor, was raised to 200,000. 
Farmers in the army were given 
furloughs to May lst to work on 
farms. Later, all qualified women 
and girle, including domestic ger- 
vants, In urban centres, were mob- 
ilized into farm labor battalions. 
Reporte indicate that a large num- 
ber of foreign “volunteer” work- 
ers and prisoners were also sent 
to work on farms, Possibly these 
numbered upwards of 2,000,000, 
They were regarded as “ersatz,” 
® poor eubstitute. Despite all this, 
the German shortage of farm help 
wae in excess of 600,000, 

Labor Shortage Widespread 

An order requiring all adminis- 
trative officials and National So- 
olalist Party officials in Alsace 
Lorraine, during the planting sea- 
#on to spend three weeks on farme 
in Heu of annual leave, indicates 

a farm labor shortage in that re- 
shi also, 

Reports from Norway indicate 
that al employers had to surrend- 
er one-third of their emphoyes 
for at least three weeks for agri- 
eutural service. Slovakia reports 
@ labor shortage. France's farms 
suffered much because some 700,- 
000 French farmers are prisoners 
eof war in Germany. 

In March, Italy began a general 


civilian mobilization of men be | 


tween 18 and 55 to work on farms. 
Farm labor conscription was sub- 
sequently extended to include men 
from 14 to 70 and women from 14 
to 60. In April, troops were de- 
talled to farm work. In Hungary, 
Sunday work is required. Troops 
helped here also. Rumanian farm- 
ere were required to work “unus- 
ually long hours.” Apparently they 
had the aseistance of 12,000 pris- 
oners of war. 

The Buropean farm situation is 
summed up by the’ United States 
Department of Agriculture as fol- 
lows: “Farming operations in 
many European countries have 
been seriously hampered this year 


by shortages of labor, equipment 


and draft animals.”

Germany Has Transport Problem; 
Air Strength Decisive Factor in East 


Bince Germany has already cut 
the Russian rail line north from 
Stalingrad and hase reached the 
Volga, the current battle for the 
city itself is regarded by some 
military authorities as somewhat 
of an anti-climax. However, con- 
tinued Russian resistance there 
significantly retards the timing of 
Nazi operations on other fronts. 
Thus, capture of Stalingrad would 
permit Hitler to concentrate his 
forces and make an all-out effort 
to capture Moscow before Winter, 
wherefore, the Russian defense is 
worthwhile. Control of the Caspian 
has become the key issue in the 
problem of supply as affecting 
problem of eupply as affecting 
passage of oll and Allied supplies. 
The importance of the Persian- 
Caspian route, however, can be 
easily exaggerated. That route oan 
be. developed only. very slowly. 
A glimpse at the map shows plain- 
ly enowgh the vast distances in- 
volved in supplying Russia from 
the South. She muet be reinforced 
from the North, a eituation which 
the Germans have in no sense ne 
glected and which explains their 
devotion to strengthening of their: 
position in Norway, Longer nights 
favor the convoy rontes in the 
Arctic. 


Have Transport Difficulties 


The brilliancy of the German 
engineers and transport service 
cannot conceal one outstanding 
fact, which is that the weak link 
in the German armor is transport. 
The Allied publics have been hear- 
ing so much about their own en- 
ormous shipping problem that 
they have probably not given en- 
ough attention to the German 
dilemma. Hitler entered the war 
with a bad rail system and it has 
deteriorated rather than improved. 
His traffic by air has been re- 
markably successful, but it is a 
limited traffic and ia no solution 
of his problem, which it merely 
ameliorates. He seized the roll- 
ing equipment of France and 
other occupied territery, but even 
this did not meet his require- 
ments. Results may not show im- 
mediately, but bombings do cripple 
rail movement and may cripple’ 
it disastrously. Note that Allied 
bombings are also directed against 
submarine construction. They thus 
hit at transport in 2 ways: (a) by 
By reducing German ability to 
impeding German transport: (b) 
impede Allied transport. 


The Libyan Position 

Strategiste regard Rommel’s re- 
buff, after hard fighting and sey- 
ere losses, as a satisfactory open- 
ing phase of the renewed struggle 
for North Africa. The Allies are 
profiting from previous lessons, 
especially in the use of artillery 
against tanks.

This week as I was: taking 4 
final resumé of my garden I found 
some lovely fresh mint fresher 
and crisper than many times in 
the spring, no doubt on account 
of the recent rains. 

I decided to make these three 
things and thought maybe you 
would like them too. 

Mint Jelly 
1 eup fresh mint leaves and 
stems firmly packea 
1 cup cider or malt vinegar 
(diluted) 
1 cup water 
5% cups sugar (two cups of corn 
syrup or 1% cups honey) 
1 cup commercial pectin 
Green coloring 

Wash mint. Do not remove 
leaves from stems.

Jap Plans Fail 
In Indo-China 


Antl-Japanese Attitude Com. 
mon Among The Natives 


The Office of War Information 
reports that a Japanese campaign 
to win the allegiance of French 
Indo-China natives had failed and 
that “an anti-Japanese spirit is 
common among the people.” 

For a short time after the Japa- 
nese troops arrived, OWI said, 
“there were indications that the 
newcomers were not unwelcome 
to the native population. The 
Japanese made overtures to the 
Annamite circles with separatist 
tendencies and played up to the 
natives by paying double rickshaw 
fares and distributing free clear- 
ettes.” 


Partial Conscription 


The natives’ first impression ot 
the Japanese was “nullified as ad- 
ditional troops arrived,’”’ OWI said, 
“Large numbers of natives have 


-been subjected to partial conscrip- 


tion, They receive from the Japa- 
nese a minimum wage for double 
the work asked by French con- 
tractors. Trainloads of natives 
have been moved from the North 
to the South without any con. 
sideration for family ties. Natives 
were inadequately ‘housed, and 
jammed into military trucks to 
points where the Japanese wished 
to be done. 

“At one occasioii ut Meiphong, 
the Japanese authorities, unable 
to get more than a half train load 
of volunteer labor, sent out a 
military band to play popular 
airs, Soon a crowd of listeners 
gathered around the band. Japan- 
ese troops formed a cordon 
around the crowd, and allowed 
the natives out one by one. Those 
who could not prove they were 
regularly employed were marched 
off under guard to the train, A 
high French official stopped the 
train before it reached Hanoi, 
and after a lengthy argument the 
Japanese took the train back to 
Haiphong and released their pris- 
oners,”’ 

The OWI did not disclose the 
source of its information,

What Science 
Is Doing 
ALCOHOL FROM ORANGES 

A process for the production of 
190-proof. alcohol from waste cit- 
rus fruit for the manufacture of 
explosives has been perfected at 
the United States Citrus Products 
Laboratory in Winter Haven, Fla. 
The cost of producing one gallon 
of alcohol from pressed juices will 
be approximately two-thirds of the 
cost of producing one gallon of 
alcohol from blackstrap molasses. 
Citrus pulp and peel waste from 
the Florida. é@anneries is usually 
pressed out to supply annually 
35,000 tons of dried pulp cattle 
feed and 61,000,000 gallons of 
“juice.”’ Because the citrus rinds 
and pulp are mixed with lime: be- 
fore pressure is applied, the juice 
is unfit for human consumption 
and is a pollution nuisance. From 
twenty-five gallons of this waste 
juice one gallon of 190-proof al- 
cohol, and about twelve and a 
half ounces of dry yeast can be 
made. 


OLD RUBBER 

If you think that the bits of 
old rubber that you can contri- 
bute can make little difference in 
winning the war, consider these 
facts: An outworn tire can pro- 
vied as much as sixteen pounds 
of reclaimed rubber and an inner 
tube about two and five-tenths 
pounds. Fifty fect of garden hose 
yield twenty pounds of scrap and 
a singie pair of four-buckle all- 
rubber arctics three pounds. There 
is a pound of rubber if eo 
foot of rubber floor matting and 
another pound in an old hot 
water bottle. In most cases, re- 
claim constitutes from 20 to 40 
per cent of the rubber articles 
that we use.

At Petoskey, Michigan, a fac- 


tory has been erected with 62,000 
square feet of floor space to em- 
ploy 80 workmen who wil! prepare 
this floss for -the United States 
Navy. The farmers wil) receive 
free seed and payments to put 
next year's crop under cultivation. 
Wild lands in five counties which 
will yield the floss are estimated 
to aggregate 50,000 acree: The 
farmers of Northern Michigan will 
be paid $200,000 for 10,000,000 
pounds of pods, processing of 
which will begin this month. 

Dr. Boris A. Berkman, a Chicago 
physician, has the patent rights 
to the process. The floss is to be 
@ eubstitute for kapok in naval 
life jackets ‘and in lining fliers’ 
euits. It is asserted that a life 
jacket of three pounds of floss, 
that is six times as buoyant as 
eork, will keep a man afloat for 
more than 100 houre.

MADAGASCAR: 


Besides Its Military Value Vast Island Also Has Varied 
Resources — Seized By. French in 1883. 


Madagascar, by its strategic 
position in the Indian Ocean op- 
posite Portuguese Mozambique, 
stands as a eentinel on vital Al- 
Hed supply lines to the Middlé and 
Far East, ' 

Since the fall of Singapore Ma- 
dagascar’s importance has~ doub-' 
led. Had Axis forces landed there 
first the Germans or Japanese 
might have been able to. cut both 
the United Nations’ communica- 
tions lines and the strategic 250- 
mile wide Mozambique Channel oft 
the African East Coast. Moreover, 
Axis control would have consttl- 
tuted a serious threat to the Afri- 
@an mainland and would have pro- 
vided strategic bases for sea and 
air raiders. 


Madagascar is just 300 miles off 
the Hastern African coast. It is 
@bout 1,000 miles long and its 
greatest width is 360. miles. It ts 
nearly as large as the State of 
Texas, ‘having an area of 240,000 
square miles. From its excellent 
harbor at Diego-Suarez on its 
northern tip. Madagascar is only 
800 miles from Mombaéa, the 
main port of the Britith Crown 
Colony of Kenya. 

The Gulf of Aden, at the most 
eastern tip of Africa, is at a dis- 
tance of 1,300 miles. The British 
Grown Colony Mauritius is 474 
miles east of the island, The naval 
base of Fort Daifphin on the south- 
ern tip of Madagascar is 1,000 
miles from Durban in South Afri- 
oa. At a distance of 2,460 miles 
to the northeast is Ceylon and at 
twice this distance Singapore and 
Perth, AuStralia, can be reached. 

its Varied History 

Madagascar has had a varied 
history since its discovery by the 
Portuguese, Diego Diaz, in 1500, 

U @hristened {it St. Laurence, Aw 


im South Africa, the Dutch auc 


ceeded the Portuguese, but in the 
18th century the French had mili- 
tary bases on the Bast Coast. Dur- 
ing the reign of Charles 1, the 
time when English colonization 
began in other parts of the world. 
notably America, a small settle- 
ment was formed on the South- 


‘ most important element, 


west coast, but it was not until 
1811, during the Napoleonic Wars, 
that British troops occupied Tama- 
tave. 


The Treaty of Paris in” 1814 
formally ceded. Madagascar to 
Great Britain, but the age of Im- 
perialism was not yet, and the 
British Government mierely  or- 
ganized the Hova tribe to manage 
the island, of which it was the 
A Brit- 
ish Resident presided at the Hova 
King’s court, British officials ad- 
vised the native Government. 

Under Queen Ranayalona II who 
came to the throne in 1868 and 
soon afterwards was baptised, the 
prohibition of Christian mission- 
aries was removed; British offic- 
ers organized the Army, and the 
United States appointed a Consul 


to the independent state of Mada-° 


gascar, the fourth largest island 
in the world if Australia is ex- 


» eluded. 


French Take Control 


But there were Frenchmen who 
wished to restore the former au- 
thority of France over the Mala- 
gasy. The disputed property of a 
Frenchman furnished the occasion, 
or excuse, for war in 1883, ~when 
the French bombarded. Tamatave 
and landed troops. The treaty of 
1885 placed the foreign relations 
of the island under French con- 
trol and established a French rep- 
resentative at the capital, Antan- 
anarivo. A further bombardment 
followed the rejection of further 
French demands in 1895: a French 
force occupied Antananarivo and 
a French Protectorate, which still 
endures, was proclaimed. 

Such is the stormy history of 
this long island, which has today 
& population of 4,000,000, mostly 
natives. The Malagasy, however, 
have no representative in the 
French Chamber of Deputies, and 
were not even admitted to French 
citizenship until five years ago. 

Madagascar’s chief commercial 
port is Tamatave on the east 
coast, but the city is built close to 
marshes and has a hot, humid 
climate. Fort Dauphin, in the arid

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Australia Meets 
War Emergency 


An example ot tt the remarkable 
progress made by the Australian 
munitions industry in speeding up 
production since the Japanese en- 
tered the war comes from Queens- 


When the Japanese launched 
their attack against Pearl Harbor, 
the biggest munition factory in 
Queensland was in course of erec- 
tion. By the end of January it 
had begun the production of small 
arms ammunition on a small scale. 
Today the factory is producing all 
classes of ammunition in enor- 
mous quantities, and it is going 
direct to the firing line. Cart- 
ridges of all kinds and big shells 
are being turned out at this fac- 
tory in an ever-growing stream 
and output will continue to in- 
crease day by day and week by 
week until maximum production 
is attained by the end of this 
year. 

Girls In War Plants 

In four months the staff has 
grown fourfold, from hundreds 
to thousands, and before the end 
of the year the present number 
will be doubled again. Hundreds 
of machines are being operated 
by girls who a few months ago 
were typists, clerks, factory 
hands, waitresses, daughters of 
farmers and graziers, and the 
Few of them had ever 
handled machinery before but, 
after a few weeks training, they 
are now doing a job which the 
factory executives cannot praise 
too highly. Some of them are on 
work that has never’ been done 
before by women. In munitions 
the greatest precision is. necessary 
and had early production at this 
new factory been below the rigid 
standard demanded, it could have 
been excused. This was not the 
ease. On the contrary, from the 
beginning of production in 
Queensland, the ammunition has 
been passed by inspectors of the, 
three fighting services. 

Miracle of The Age 

This is ohly one example of 
what has been happening through- 
out Australia since war began. 
The change-over from civil to de- 
fence production by Australian 
industries has been described as 
one of the miracles of the age, 
With no previous experience to 
guide them, Australian industrial- 
ists are today turning out every 
type of armament and defence 
equipment in staggering quanti- 
ties for a country that a few 
years ago was considered purely 
from a primary production point 
of view in the world economy, 
Today Australian industries are 
making things which, even as late 
as 1940, could not be made there.

BRIEF WAR SUMMARY 


On long-range, there's hopeful 
feeling: Russia shows signs of 
hokling out, despite Stalingrad 
situation, keeping Nazi army busy 
on Eastern front. Bombings . of 
Germany are slowing down the 
Nazi war production. The Naasis 
have a big reserve of finished war 
equipment, but the air raids on 
factories and communications will 
delay the replacements months 
hence. Japan has over-extended 
her supply lines. They are vulner- 
able, and Japanese. shipping is 
faring badly. These: factors add 
up to a plus for the Allies on the 
long pull, but the outlook In the 
next few months is probably not 
80 good. . 


Axis Campaign In Russia 


Hitler appears about to bring 
hia' campaign in southern Russia 
to a conclusion Which may be 
satisfactory to him for the pre- 
sent. He has not annihilated the 
Russian armies, aa he set out to 
do, but he has immobilized them 
in the south for the time being 
at least. And, since Russian terri- 
torial, material and manpower 
losses on other fronts have made 
large-scale, successful Russian of- 
fensives improbable, without 
strong Allied support, Hitler sen- 
sibly might be expected to offer 
the Russians peace so that he 
could consolidate and capitalize 
on his extensive gaine while there 
is yet time. A Nazi peace is utter- 
ly unacceptable to Stalin, how- 
ever, and Hitler is preparing Win- 
ter quarters for a holding army 
in Russia prior to turning else- 
where in a sink-or-swim effort to 
finish the war quickly by en- 
trenching hiniself so firmly on the 
Continent that further fighting 
obviously would be impractical. If 
he is permitted the initiative, the 
focus of activity is expected to 
shift to the Middle East, where he 
presumably anticipates an Allied 


attempt to clear him out of North” 


Africa, open the Mediterranean 
and launch an offensive against 
his relatively unprotected flank 


in Europe, There are 

definite and detailed indications, 
however, that the initiative i 
about to be taken away from him. 


Allied Naval Power 

I may now be stated author. 
itatively that British naval power 
is greater than when the war be 
gan, and that American naval 
power is considerably greater than 
it was December 6 last. Admiral 
King has intimated that the Am- 
erican two-ocean navy will be 
“ready” by June of next year, 
Some important seafare develop- 
ments are wisely kept secret. As 
to failure to reveal fully certain 
losses, they are hardly in excess 
of- the expected coast of oper- 
ations. However, as somebody has 
put it, “whichever side pulls the 
fewer ‘boner4’ will win the war.” 
Censorship vells the actual situ- 
ation in India. The Nazis put 
everything they have into attacka 
on convoys in aid of Russta. Talk 
of an Allied Generalissimo con- 
tinues. The British inflationary 
threat is largely checked by strict 
rationing, in contrast to American 
reliance mainly on other controls, 
Excess purchasing-power becomes 
“forced savings” when allowable 
purchases are rigidly restricted. It 
should be repeated that the Am- 
erican tradition favore offense and 
it may be assumed that the high 
Allied decistons to which Prest- 
dent Roosevelt recently referred 
are in accord therewith. 

Canada At Dieppe 

Canada’s complaint that ita part 
in the Dieppe raid and other fight 
ing has been underrated, particu- 
larly in U.S. newsreels, is not te. 
be minimized, Canada is, not a 
large country, but its contribu 
tion to the war ie a large one and 
its troops did shoulder the major 
burden at Dieppe. It would be wise 
for Canada, England, the U. 8. 
and all of the other United Na- 
tions to remember that they are 
fighting the war collectively, that 
separately they might not be able 
to fight it at all.

Russians Proud 


Of War Doctors | 


So successful has become the 
work of Red army hospitals that 
70 per cent of the wounded men 
who enter them are later dis- 
charged fit for active duty, ac- 
cording to “Information Bulletin,” 
issued from the Soviet embassy at 
Washington. The Russians point 
proudly to their progress in the 
treatment of skull wounds, which 
caused 75 per cent fatalities in 
the First Great War, and to the 
development of better methods of 
dealing with shock. 

Praise is given to the heroism 
of Red army doctors in the field. 
The case of Prof. Alexander Vish- 
nevski, well-known surgeon, is 
cited. This doctor has performed 
more than 400 difficult operations 
in field hospitals. 

“During one operation, the pa- 
tient,” says the Bulletin, “while 
on the operating table was struck 
in the leg by a machine-gun bul- 
let from an enemy plane. Vish- 
nevski completed one operation 
and proceeded immediately to the 
second—extracting a bullet with- 
in one minute after it had struck.” 

Another Soviet doctor, Surgeon 
Spasski, was operating. on .a 
wounded soldier for a hip wound 
when the patient “complained of 
severe pain and a feeling of 
heaviness in the wound. The 
surgeon discovered an unexploded 
87 millimetre anti-tank shell im- 
bedded in the flesh and’ success- 
fully extracted it.”

But nothing weighed with 
Jesus against truth and right; no 
narrow exclusiveness of the day 
could be allowed to stand in His 
way. He accepted the invitation 
with cheerfulness and spent the 
evening in the pleasures of friend- 
ly social intercourse with the 


strange assembly. 
They Went Back

PLYWOOD 


Plywood has been on the market 
some time but only now is ready 
to go places, Laurence Stern 
writes in the Magazine of Wall 
Street. It’s just two sheets of 
wood glued together, with the 
grain of one running opposite 
to the grain of the other. Up to 
that point, it was just modified 
lumber, Chief merit: it wouldn't 
pull or warp and had much great- 
er structural strength than lumber 
of equal thickness, Disadvantage: 
could be used only for interiors, 
as the glue "would not stand up 
under the weather. 

Today's plywood will “stay put” 
in any weather because a synthetie 
resin has replaced glue as the 
binder. But what will really car- 
ry this “lumber sandwich” to town 
is development of a very recent 
process by which, under steam in 
a pressure mold, plywdod Ss 
“cooked” into any curved form 
desired and at the same time its 


- strength and durability are huge- 


ly increased, 


Thus transformed, its possible 


practical uses—many of them di- 
rectly competitive with metals— 
are almost limitless. It’s light- 
weight, actually stronger than 
most metals of similar thickness, 
so dense that you would dull the 
edge of an axe trying to crack 
it, non-corrosive, waterproof, al- 
most fireproof, non-conductive of 
heat and cold, it won't splinter, 
it does not “fatigue” under con- 
stant vibration as does metal, and 
it won't soften or anneal in high 
ranges of temperature. 

In short, here is a brand new 
answer to a designer’s dream —~ 
for anything from a bathtub to a 
bus body, from a speed boat to a 
typewriter frame, from a refrig- 
erator cabinet to the fuselage 
and wings of an airplane.

Ceiling Prices 
Put On Honey 


Maximum wholesale and retail 
sellie prices for extracted honey 
and for pasteurized. ad. granu- 
lated honey have been fixed in an 
order issued by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade: Board's Foods 
Administration. 

As in the case of the recent 
order setting maximum prices on 


eggs, the primary object of this 


order-.is to maintain uniformity 
of supplies in all sections of the 
Dominion, the board said in a 
statement, ; 

It emphasized that maximum 
prices have been established and 
that normal fluctuations below 
this level are expected to con- 
tinue. 

The order provides that the 
price of pasteurized granulated 
honey may exceed that specified 
for extracted honey, by 1% cents 
& pound. 

The retailer’s maximum mark- 
up is limited to 20 per cent. of 
his selling price or three cents a 
pound whichever is lower. 

The production of light honey 
was down in Eastern Canada this 
year but in Western Canada the 
reduction was leas pronounced. 


The use of light honey for in- 
dustrial purposes has been re- 
stricted by a previous order.

HOW CAN I? 


Q. How can I facilitate the 
beating of egg whites’ 

A. Add a pinch of cream of 
tartar before starting to beat the 
whites. The eggs will froth quick- 
ly and will hold their shape longer. 


Q. How can I avoid waste when 
a cake of soap is so thin that it 
is about to break? 


A. Place it on a new cake, put 
them in warm water and press 
together. Lay aside, and when 
cold there will be one cake of soap 
instead of two, and’ no waste. 

Q. How can I improve the ap- 
pearance of a gilt picture frame? 

A. After washing the _ gilt 
frame, paint it with the white of 
an egg, using a soft camel's hair 
brush, and applying the coat even- 
ly and smoothly. 

Q. How can I keep the corks 
in the bottoms of salt shakers 
firm? 

A. If the corks come out of the 
bottoms of the salt and pepper 
shakers, fill the shakers and then 
place a strip of adhesive tape over 
the cork. The corks will be kept 
firm until time to refill. 

Q. How can I get relief from 
burns and scalds? 

A. Common baking soda, either 
wet or dry, bound on a burn or 
scald immediately, will usually 
give instant relief. This is caused 
by excluding the air from the 
wound.

Use of Silver Frees Other’ Metals 


Miles of pipes in fighting ships 
and transports are now joined 
with silver solder, giving them 
added ability to withstand shock 
and strain. In the production of 
many kinds of bombs, silver «ol- 
der {s used to seal the joints. 


Being an exceptionally efficient 
conductor of electricity, silver al- 
ready is being used for wire of 
various sizes, and it has been pro- 
posed as a material for heavy 
cable and the massive, high-volt- 
age bus bars in industrial plants, 
Since there would be no deter- 
foration, it could be replaced after 
the war by the copper now need- 
ed elsewhere. 


Silver also is making a major 
contribution to this Silver-Plated 
War by releasing quantities of 
precious other metals, like copper, 
nickel or zine, for uses their spe- 
clal properties best fit them.

REG’LAR FELLERS—On the Spot

Any one 
of those instructors had the auth- 
ority to break off from his work 
and lead in warming up exercises, 
Or, if he did not want to act on 
his own initiative, could have ob- 
tained permission. 

Yet it took the old soldier, the 
seasoned veteran who is consider- 
ed too old for active command, to 
th'nk of his men’s comfort. 

The younger instructors are all 
for efficiency — for “hardening” 
their men. That’s all very well. 
So is the old soldier, but he knows 
there is no gain in efficiency if 
time is leet from the next train- 
ing night by men whl contracted 
colds through lack of care. 


As I have written earlier in 
The Individual Citizen's Army 
there are many jobs that can be 
filled in Canada, in England, at 
the bases and on the line of com- 
munication by veterans of the last 
war, by men who were too young 
last time and are called too old 
this time and by men Whose cata- 
gories are lower than the “A’ 
that, is required of the fighting 
soldier.

Youth can, will and, in the final 
essence, must plan and execute 
attack but youth is less apt to 
worry about such important work 
as consolidation and — where the 
plan calls for it — evacuation. 

The same thing applies to the 
work available for those who are 
not available for the armed forces, 
After years of telling married wo- 
men who have raised families and 
are freed from domestic ties that 
they are too old, authorities in 
various lines of endeavour are now 
getting round to the realization 
that there are many spheres of 
useful activity in which older 


women will not merely “do” but. 


for which they are much better 
fitted than young ones. 

I have seen no announcement 
yet about the nursing service of 
the Royal Canadian Army Medi- 
eal Corps so must assume that the 
age limit bars most veteran: Nurs- 
ing Sisters of the 1914-1919 war 
from serving again. 

Most mothers of young men 
serving in the Army will agree 
with me that a Nursing Sister 
who, in addition to her training, 
has the advantage of being a 
mother who has raised children of 
her own, would be the ideal type 
for hospitals in this country to 
which wounded who face a long 
convalescence will undoubtedly be 
sent. ‘

ean qualify for such appointment 
are those who lied about their 
ages and were officially too young 
in the last war! No matter how

General Wavell Gives Optimistic 
Review Of War On All Fronts 


“We've fought on six fronts al 


Freeh from a long series of Al 
Hed conferences, Gen, Sir Archt- 
bald P. Wavell drew a broad and 
confident picture of the war's out- 
come with the assurance that the 
United States, Britain, Russia and 
Ohina “are going to fight tt out.” 

Russla : 

“The Russians ate going to hold 
and we'll do our best to help them. 

“Russia is the heart of the prob- 
lem. The German objective doubt- 
less was to do, what they did in 
1918—-put the Russians out of buat- 
ness so there would be no ques- 
tion of fighting on two fronts. 

“But the Russian Army still ts 
intact and its Air Force fa going 
strong—and it is getting toward 
the end of the campaigning season 
although there will- be another 
five weeks before weather stops 
the campaign.” 

The Atlantic 

“One of ‘the biggest fights is 
going on in the Atlantic. Our loss- 
es are serious, not serious enough 
to prevent us winning the war 
but enough to hamper our strate-. 
gy and delay our winning of it. 
I do not see the shipping situation 
getting worse, but better.” 

Wavell said successes were be- 
ing scored against the submarine 
but added “what collapsed itn the 
last war was not submarines but 
the supply of crews that will stick 
it out.” 

R.A.F. Over Germany 

“The air offensive ts causing 
Germany a grent deal of damage 
both. material and morale. We 
know of material damage from 
photographs. How much morale 
damage is a more difficult prob- 
lem, 

“But the attacks affect eubmar- 
ine and tank output and we are 
chucking more stuff at him (Hit- 
ler) than he ever chucked at Eng- 
land. He must think of propping 
up morale next winter.” 

The Middle East 

“We've got Rommel held, but 
he is much too close to the delta 
of the Nile. The hope is that we 


push him a good way back again.| ° 


. ». » I'm sure Rommel won't get \ 
any farther.” 

Hitler wanted to knock out the 
Russian Army, Wavell said, in or- 
der to have his army in Egypt free 
to hit through into the Middle 
East and with another through the 
Caucasus or Turkey. 

“But he fe a long way off from 
the position he'd like to be in by 
the end pf 1942... . He’s behind 
his program,

Pacific Theatre 

“As to the Japanese, he’s got 
his hands full. He's like a boa 
constrictor which has ewallowed.

“We don't know how his navy 
was hit In the Solomons, but we 
believe hard.

The invasion of 
German Europe, when {it comes, 
will be a measure to help not only 
Russia, but Britain, the United 
States, China, and every country 
fighting the Axis or overrun by 
the Axis, 

Russia, it is fair td point out, 
did not come into the war through 
an alliance with Britain or at Brit- 
ain’s request, but because she was 
attacked by Germany. Hitler, 
having brought Russia in on our 
side we then had a common cause, 
and Britain has met the natural 
obligation to a hard-pressed ally 
by diverting to the Soviet Union 
military supplies which would have 
brought the second front appreci- 
ably nearer if they could have been 
kept in the United Kingdom. 

Britain and France went to war 
with Germany. because they had 
given their word to fight if Poland 
were attacked. Every other coun- 
try in the group of United Nations 
went to war. because it was itself 
attacked by Germany, Italy or 
Japan, 

Plain Speaking

Seafood Casserole 

Sometime ago we wrote in this 
eolumn about a dinner cooked all 
in one dish. This is a fish dinner 
and is suitable for Fridays and 
ether fast days and presents a sol- 
ution for economy and labor sav- 
ing. 

The answer is as easy as one, 
two, three — first quality canned 
fish, a medley of vegetables, and 
buoyant biscuits keeping every 
thing shipshape. 

Pare and dice enough potatoes 
to measure 2% cups. Plunge these 
into boiling salted water and add 
immediately 1 chopped onion and 
% cup chopped raw celery. Cook 
until tender and drain. Save the 
vegetable stock to use later in 
the recipe. 

Next will be required 1% cups 
flaked fish. When you have drain- 
ed off the oil and flaked the fish 
mix it with “% cup canned peas, 
% pimento cut in strips, and one 
eighth teaspoon pepper. Stir in 
the cooked vegetables (potatoes, 
eelery and onion). 

Grease a 1%4 quart heat resist- 
ant glass baking dish. Place in it 
the fish mixture and pour over it 
% cup cegetable stock and % cup 
milk perked up with a few drops 
of lemon juice. Use a fork to 
blend the liquid and solid into a 
smooth texture. Dot with bits of 
butter using in all two table- 
spoons. 

That is almost a meal right 
there. But fluffy. sea-going bis- 
euits crowning such glory will turn 
any dinner into a gala event. Use 
your favorite biscuit recipe. Cut 
dough into small biscuits and ar- 
range on top of the fish mixture. 
Place in hot oven for about 20 
minutes. When the biscuits are 
brown rush this hot’ pungent dish 
to the table. 

Just one thing more,—do not 
forget a glass of that tart currant 
jelly.

Three new apple recipes that will win laurels at any table are 
Apple Flake Betty — a. crispy contbination of corn flakes and auplea 
in a simple yet satisfying pudding;~Apple Crunch, another appie-in- 


spired dessert and the last word in pies — Apple Pie Moderne. Below 
are the recipes. 

‘ Apple Fiake Betty 
& cups corn flakes brown

Put layer of corn flakes in buttered casserole. Cover with layer 
of apples.

Accord to at 
Ohurchill, Rommel 90, 
troops only and yet with them he 
has created one of the great nifl- 
tary erises of history, threate 
the Suex Canal and control of 
whole Near East. 


Such an army in the last war 
would have been considered im 
capable of any major undertaking, 
Yet a Japanese army of such size 
or amaller took the South Seas 
and their rich islands, and the 
priceless peninsula of Burma from 
us. A small force also assured the 
fall of France. This, except for 
the titanic, head-on struggle of 
the Russian front, is a war of 
smajl armies, stabbing quickly 
against other armies inadequately 
equipped to meet them. 


To Canadians the lesson of thie. 


experience is especially signifi- 
cant, Canada has a small army 
overseas, some 150,000 men. It 
is, according to the Government, 
the most mechanized army in the 
world. It is a force far larger 
and far more powerful than Rom. 
mel’s army which brought, in Mx 
Churchill’s phrase, the greatess 
recession of our hopes since the 
fall of France.’ We should real 
ize, therefore, that our army, be 
cause of its extraordinary equip- 
ment, is not a minor item im the 
resources of the United Nations 
but a weapon which, given the 
opportunity, may play a major 
part in their victory.

Distilleries Diverted For 
Manufacture of Synthetle 
Rubber and Chemicals 


Production of beverages by Can- 
adian distilleries will be halted 
Noy. i and the entire output di- 
verted to war purposes, the 
Munitions and Supply Department 
announced last week 

The order tseued by Chemicals 
Controller E. C. Sterne, has no 
direct effect on sales of beverages 
already manufactured and does not 
apply to the manufacture of beer 
and wine, There was no immed- 
jate indication of how long exist- 
ing stocks of distilleries will sup- 
ply present demands. Distilled 
liquors are stored for at least two 
years for maturing 

Mr, Sterne sald the entire out- 
put of Canadian distilleries was 
required for the manufacture of 
synthetic rubber. and chemical and 
explosive needa of the United Na 
tions. 

Similar action was taken in the 
United States. The United States 
war production board in Washing: 
ton ordered the entire output of 
America’s distilleries diverted in- 
to industrial alcoho! for wartime 
purposes after Oct. 8

When Automobiles,

The following item catie from 
the Hanover Post files of twenty 
years ago. It had been reproduced 
then from a fifteen-year-old paper, 
and had appeared originally in one 
of the Walkerton weekly news- 
papers under the headline, “The 
Automobile Nuisance.”

WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 


RUBBER LATEX 

So you'd give your shirt to help 
win the war? Of course you 
would, 

Well, Baby's beaten you to it, 
Science Service points out, for 
he’a already given his pants, In 
the United States. they're wrap 
ped around the army's telephone 
lines. 


How rubber latex that used, to 
be used in making necessary artl- 
cles of infant's wear now goes into 
insulation , for Hght-weight com- 
munication lines was related be 
fore the Eighth Annual Chemurgios 
Conference at Chicago, by Dr. M. 
C. Teague, research chemist of the 
United States Rubber Company. 
The latex-inaulated telephone wire 
is produced by a multiple dip pro- 
cess using a special latex com- 
pound. It weighs only 30 pounds 
per mile, as compared with 168 
pounds per mile of the older-type 
wire. The government has already 
ordered more than 100,000 miles 
of the new wire, enough to go four 
iimés around the earth. 


The list of latex articles used 
in' war is a long one. It includes 
bullet-proof fuel tanks for ajir- 
planes, life rafts, pilot balloons, 
gas masks, aviators’ helmets, 
blackout paint, sponge cushioning 
for use in tanks, submarines, gun- 
eight eyepieces and a thousand 
other things. 


All of this has meant, of course, 
that civillans have had to get 
along without the two-way-streteh 
fabrics that have come to be stand- 
ard parts of bathing suits, founda- 
tion garments, shoe tops and “elas- 
tic” generally, 


Again the rubber industry haa 
come to the rescue. Dr. Teague 
told about a new “synthetic” latex 
made from reclaimed rubber.

A Weekly Column About This and That in Our Canadian Army 


Not very much has appeared in 
these columns about the Army Pay 
Corps which organization, of 
eourse, performs one of the most 
important functions in the Indi- 
vidual Citizen’s Army; and in this 
ease when I say individual citi- 
gen’s army I mean the army of 
fighting Canadians of all ages who 
probably bear the word Canada on 
their shoulders. 

The charge is sometimes level- 
Jed that the) headquarters organ- 
imations fight “a paper war.” Too 
little consideration is given to the 
inescapable documentation that 
must be done in order that men 
may be enlisted, equipped, out- 
fitted, fed, hoised, paid, trans- 
ported and supplied once they are 
part of the army. 

Too often we take it entirely 
for granted that a man’s pay will 
reach him no matter on what front 
he serves; that his assigned pay, 
separation allowance and depend- 
ents’ allowance will be paid regu- 
larly regardless of how often the 
family moves or how often he 
moves, 


It must be remembered too, that 
ether Individual Citizen’s Army, 
taxpayers like you and me, are 
entitled to. get an accounting of 
all the moneys that are spent for 
ua by our government. 


Today there are hundreds of 
thousands of Johnny Canucks jn 
khaki each getting his $1.30 a day 
~—@r more according to their rank 
~—@nd the tpanslation of these in- 
dividual oie into Battalions, 
Brigades, Divisions, Army Corps 
and Armies, calls forthe opera- 
tion of an accountin, .ystem that 
might well be expected to stagger 
@ven a civilian merchant prince. 

That, very briefly,-is a sketch 
of some of the work of the Royal 
Canadian Army Pay Corps. ' It is 
mot by any means the full picture 
~~there are such things for in- 
stance as advances of pay to men 
going on leave, deductions to be 
made from pay for carelessly lost 
or mislaid equipment, stoppages 
of pay occasioned by necessary 
punishment And the provision of 
monetary allowances in Heu of 
rations and quarters, when a sol- 
dier {s detailed to a job of work 
which “doesn’t permit him to live 
im barracks. 

None of this can be done with- 
out “a paper war’ and most of 
it is done by men who would ‘be 
much more highly pald doing the 
game type of work in their peac- 
able occupations 

Amongst the list of 
attended to by the Pay Corps, you 


items to be 


will remember I listed “assigned 
pay.” Every married man must, 
and every aingle man t@ encour- 


axed to, assign a proportion of his 
pay to his wife or his next of kin. 
Fathers and mothers of improvl- 


dent youngsters will thoroughly 
appreciate the wisdom of such a 
regulation—in fact most of them 
have tried to do the same thing 
with varying degrees of success. 

Right now it would be well for 
all of us to practice a similar re- 
gulation upon ourselves. And right 
now, through the regulations of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, we are actually beginning 
to practice as sensible a system 
zal economics as that imposed upon 
the soldiera who defend us on the 
far-flung frontiers of the fight for 
civilization. 


In the lush years we cheerfully 
mortgaged our pay, sometimes for 
months and yeare in advance, to 
pamper ourselves with such lux- 
wries as automobiles, washing ma- 
ohines, radios, pianos, chesterfield 
suites, rosewood furniture for our 
bedrooms and a hundred other 
things that in a more spartan ex- 
istence we can very well do with- 
out or simplify. 


Today under the consumer 
eredit regulations such mortgag- 
ing is on a sounder economic 
basis, down paymenta must be 
greater, the balance which is paid 
by. installments must be cleared 
more quickly——-with the result that 
much more of the money in our 
pay cheques is our own. 

This is just another form of the 
assigned pay of the soldier and is 
one way in which by approxima- 
ting his conditions we may feel 
closer to him in the carrying on 
ef our own job of war work — 
which i# t© support in every pos- 
sible way the man if uniform. 

A few days ago in Montrea’ 
there was an excellent example of 
the civillan equivalent of . “pay 
deduction” when three firms en- 
gaged in the business of selling 
goods on the installment ;'an 
were convicted of violations of the 
consumer credit reguiatione of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 

Each was fined sums ranging 
from $300 down to $100 plus the 
payment of costs—sums not great 
enough to hurt the pockets of the 
accused firms, but none the less 
a deduction of their pay which 
formed part of the greater pun- 
ishment afforded -by the publicity 
that waa given to their violation 
of rules that have been established 
for the benefit of the whole of 
Canada, 


As time goes on there ig little 


doubt that the fight against in- 
flation — both present and post- 
war - will put those of us who 
serve in the Individual Citizen's 
Army on the home front much 


closer to parity with the soldiers 
in battledrees. Let's hope we can 
serve as cheerfully as they do, re 
gardiess of what our “pay corps” 
is compelled to do to us

At the end of the 80-day period

In ‘a speech mt Akiershot on ~ 


duly 18, when the Nasi drive in 


the Caucasus and on the Don was . 


getting under way, Captain Lyttle- 
ton declared “At no time since 
the Battle of Britain have we stood 
im graver peril. It woukl be folly 
to deny that these 8 daya in front 
of us are some of the ‘gravest that 
we have ever faced.” 

In another speech at Sheffield, 
Mept. 16, Captain Lyttleton again 
referred to this 80-day period, say- 
ing, ‘Nineteen or 20 of these re- 
main, and at the end of that time, 
the war definitely begins to enter 
into a new phase.” 

Provided emphasis la put on the 
word “begins,” it is probably cor- 
rect to say that British opinion 
as a whole agrees this is the case 
today. It is certain most military 
eommentators and editorial writ- 
ers of leading newspapers and 
magazines seem to support this 
conclusion, It is based on the fol- 
lowing factors: 


Factors In Conclusion 


1, The German attack at Stal- 
ingrad i still being held. Captain 
Lyttleton, in predicing the war 
would enter a new phase at this 
time, said “We are approaching 
the breathless momemt when, if 
Ruesia can hold on to her present 
positions for a few more weeks, 
the balance will begin to swing 
‘i our direction, and when the 
gathering forces of the greatest 
alliance which the world has ever 
seen are going to give us first 


_ evidences of victory.” 


2. Hitler. has apparently failed 


“to achieve any of his major mili- 


teary objectives fixed for this year's 
Russian campaign. Military con- 
eensus in London ia that his time 
schedule is now completely upset 
and that even if Stalingrad even- 
tually falls, Marshal Bemyon Tim- 
oshenko’s armies are still in being 
and Russian arms still formidable 
along the entire front, Further- 
more, Axis losses have been en- 
are boumd to have 
weakened the offensive strength 
of the German military machine, 
for thia year at least. 

3, The prevailing view here is 
that the Nazi offensive launched 
in Southern Russia this summer 
was an all-out attempt om the part 
of Hitler to reduce the Soviet arm- 
jes to impotence, if not actually 
to destroy them. He has certainly 
failed in this so far. 


4. Confirmation of this is seen 
here in three speeches by Foreign 
Minister Joachim yon Ribbentrop, 
Richefuhrer Hitler, and Reichmar- 
shal Hermann Goring, which. siz- 
nificantly enough coincide -with 
the closing week of the 80-day 
period outlined by Captain Lyttle- 
ton. These speeches, especially 
Hitler's, have been generally in- 
terpreted in England as evidence 
that Nazi leaders now acknowledge 
they must henceforth abandon the 
offensive and take up a broad de- 
fensive stratecy toward the war 
as a whole. 

This, broadly speaking, is the 
reasoning’that underlies most Bri- 
tish press kommenta in the con- 
clusion of Captain Lyttleton’s 80- 
day period. In informed circles, 
however, certain warnings are to 
be heard. First ia that the situ- 
ation of Stalingrad itself is still 
serious and that it- remains to be 


seen just how heavy a blow has 
been struck; at Soviet military 
strength by the Nazi’s territorial 
gains, which include some of Rur- 
sia's richest mineral, industrial, 
and agricultural. districts 

A second warning is that. it 
would be unwise to overestimate 
the significance of speeches by 


Nazi leaders. Hitler has proved he 
jg a past master at using speeches 
as part -of a propaganda smoke 


screen intending to mislead op 
ponentssas to his real intentions, 

Third, in well-informed military 
circles it is emphasized that the 
new phase has at the moet only 
begun. it would be a mistake to 
expect to see at once any of the 
“first evidences of victory” refer 


red to by Captain Lyttleton.

What ean be said, in the opinion 
of these military observers, is that 
the past 80 days have witnessed 
the failure of Hitler's best chance 
to score a major strategic success 
in the war by carrying through 
this year destruction of the Soviet 
armies in the south and in the 
vast pincer movement centered on 
the Suez Canal, 


No Longer Imminent 


Highty days ago H looked as # 
he had @ good chance of carrying 


out both these aims. Today, al- 
though the potential threat to 
Suez still exists both from the 


Caucasus and in North Africa, the 
general feeling Here is that neith- 
er of these threats is any longer 
imminent. It is now considered 
unlikely Hitler will be able to 
force his way through the passes 
in the Caucasus mountains before 
winter; and in Egypt there are 
signs the initiative is no longer in 
the hands of General Field Mar- 
ehal Erwin Rommel. 

Meanwhile, the weight of armor 
and munitions, particularly tanke 
and planes from the United States, 
fe piling up on the side of the 
United Nations, Thus there are un- 
doubtedly grounds for hoping that 
Russian resistafice, especially at 
Stalingrad, in the past 80 days has 
won for the Allies the respite they 
needed in order to build up, equip, 
and concentrate their forces on 
big-scale offensive action in the 
future. 

Whether this future is to be im- 
mediate or much more remote re 
mains the secret of the United Na- 
tions General Staffs. 

Premier Stalin’s statement to the 
Moscow correspondent in Moscow 
emphasizing the importance of a 
second.front has aroused intense 
interest in England but has not 
altered the prevailing view of 
military experts that the ultimate 
decision as to the time and place 
cf a second front must be left 
with military and political chiefs, 
who alone have full knowledge of 
United Nations resources.

TURPENTINE 


Solithern pine trees and the skill 
of American chemists are supply- 
ing the United States with a ver- 
satile product in which Japan once 
held a tight monopoly, writes Dr. 
C. M. A. Stine, vice-president ad- 
visory on research and develop- 
ment of the duPont de Nemours 
and Company for Science Service. 

This is camphor, an important 
ingredient of thousands of peace- 
time and wartime products from 
liniments, unguents, stimulants 
and other pharmaceuticals to 
acuffiess plastic heel covering on 
women's shoes, movie films (which 
use hundreds of thousands of 
pounds), military drafting instru- 
ments and motorcycle windshields, 

State camphor trees of the Or- 
fent have for thousands of yeara 
been giving off their fresh and 
heady odor——an odor that carries 
for miles. Many centuries ago the 
natives learned to distill the cam- 
phor wood, using crude bamboo 
tubes to condense the snow-white 
crystals, These they pressed into 
small amulets to insure health and 
to serve as symbols of pagan be- 
lief. It is sald that the Arabian 
physicians of the eleventh century 
appreciated the medicinal valne of 
camphor. 

German, Swisa and Itefian plants 
were turning’, synthetic camphor 
out early in the twentieth century 
and a start was made on thia con- 
tinent in 1900. Several other ef- 
forts were also made during the 
first third. of the century, but 
large-scale operations did not be- 
gin until the duPont company 
opened its camphor plant in 19382. 
Turning out close to 600,000 pounds 
of camphor a month, this plant 
now produces most of the cam- 


phor manufactured in the VU. g. 


Pinene, the starting material for 
camphor production, Is a clear, 
watery fluid which looks and smells 


much Iike turpentine. In fact, tur- 


pentine is 95 percent pinene, which 
fa distilled off.

CANADAS: 
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Growing Of Rice 
In United States 


Requires Warm Climate and 
Long Growing Season 

Uncle Sam is calling for more 
rice growing, because rice is “ex- 
tremely nourishing,” compact to 
ship, and therefore suitable for 
soldiers. The Japs do pretty well, 
sometimes/ on rice alone. 

But expansion of rice crope will 
hot be easy; for it is grown jn only 
four states, practically, whith jhave 
only-about 1,600,000 acres of/ land 
suitable for it. The quota set for 
this year is 1,320,000 acres. Produc- 
tion in 1941 totaled 64,000,000 bush- 
ela, which at an average price of 
$11.85 a buehel brought a farm in- 
come of more than $64,000,000. "This 
year's goal calla for an increase of 
6,000,000 bushels, at least. 

Growing rice requires an irriga- 
tion system by which the ground 
is kept covered with from four to 
six Inches of water from seeding 
to harvest time. There must be a 
warto climate and a long growing 
season. Heavy and costly machin- 
ery is used, and a large amount of 
labor, The four states producing 
most of our rice are, in order of 
quantity, Louisiana, Texas, Arkan- 
gas and California, 

The rough rice is sent to the mill 
where the outer hull and the inner 
“bran” are removed and the kern- 
ela are polished. In most cases the 
polished rice ia given a coat of 
glucose and talc, for its lustrous 
appearance. There were 74 mille 
operating last year, located almost 
entirely in the rice-growing sec- 
tious. By-products consisting of 
polish, bran, poultry feed, rice 
flour, and hulls were worth $2,749,- 
000 last year. 


Women Join In | 
War Against Rats 


Thirty members of the Wo- 
men’s Land Army, who completed 
a fortnight’s intensive training in 
rat destruction, have begun work 
against rats in’ the West Riding. 
There will hardly be a parish in 
the West Riding which will not be 
coveres by these girls who will 
work in pairs. 

A fortnight earlicr these girls 
were hairdressers, clerks, shop as- 
sistants, and such'like, and the 
thought of handling a rat would 
fill them with horror. 

They have had extensive train- 
ing in rat destruction by trapping, 
poisoning-of baits and every other 
methods, but the poisoning method 
is the one they will use mostly.

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“Churchill And Roosevelt Express 
Confidence In Progress Of War 


The same note of confidence in 
the growing strength of the Un- 
ited Natione, struck by Mr. Chure- 
hill in. his speech at Edinburgh, 
was echoed a few hours later by 
President Roosevelt in his radio 
address, says the New York Times. 
Reminding his listeners that it is 
mc’ his habit “to encourage light- 
h und expectations,” Mr. Chure- 
hill could nevertheless acclaim 
@uch “solid and remarkable facts” 
as the gallant &nd successful de- 
fense made by the Russian armies, 
the miracle of production that has 
given the United Nations definite 
soperiority in the air, the building 
of enough new ships to offset our 
losses on the sea. On his part, the 
President could report, on the bas: 
la of evidence recently acquired 
at firet hand, that “the American 
people are united as never before 
in their determination to do a fob 
and to do it well.” 

As we move forward with this 
job we find ourselves faced by the 
problem of a growing shortage of 
manpower, and it was to this prob- 
Jem that the President gave most 
of his time and emphasis. He is 
certain, and with good reason, that 
the country will accept a com- 
pulsory draft of manpower, if that 
fe the best way or the only way 
to solve the problem; but his 
preference is wisely for a thorough 
trial of the voluntary method hbe- 
fore that stage is reached: and. 
except for his belief in the nece& 
aity of lowering the draft age for 
sotual military service — a step 
long favored by the Army — his 
recommendations point in that 
direction. 

Change In Russia 

“We shall take Stalffigrad, you 
may depend on that.” So said 
Adolph Hitler not long ago. Stalin- 
grad still stands. 

Qn June 26 the Germans launch- 
ed from Kursk the great offeneive 
which has carried them to the 
banks of the Volga. That was 1058 
days ago. But fifty-two of these 
vital fighting days have been used 
up In the siege of Stalingrad. Rus- 
alan troops still hold the ruined 
oy. If it continues to stand, the 
Bummer campaign of the Nazis 
may pass into history as a gigan- 
tic failure. It has achieved spec- 
tacular gains, but not its main 
objectives. 

Though it is too early to say 
definitely, there are recent indi 
eations that the German High 


Gommand has begun to recognize 


euch a failure and is preparing to 
make the best of it. The fighting 
tm Stalingrad has died down. The 
furtous German infantry and tank 
aesaults have ceased, They may 
be renewed, but for some days

there have been only small street 
skirmishes. Both sides seem to 
have fallen back on heavy artillery. 
The Russians say they are digging 
in. North of Stalingrad the Ger- 
mans themselves are resorting to 
defensive trench fighting. Broad 
hinte, which may or may not be 
true, come both from Berlin and 
Vichy that positional warfare is 
about to succeed the war of move- 
ment on the Ruesian front. 

If that is true the Germans are 
breaking off their offensive two 
months earlier than they did last 
year. It may mean any one of 
these things or some combination 
of them. It may mean that they 
wish to avoid last year's mistake 
of Jetting their field armies get 
caught in mid-Winter. It may asig- 
nify German exhaustion. It may 
indicate German plans to push 
their campairn in the Caucasus, 
where fighting conditions are still 
tolerable, while they make ready 
either to strike iw the West or 
defend themselves there. 

Moscow Saye the Germans in 
Russia are worn out. There ig no 
doubt that exhaustion is a factar 
in their plans. Losses In the slege 
of Stalingrad ‘have been huge. An 
incalculable amount of material, 
brought up over a long line of 
deteriorating railways, has been 
burned up in battle. We do. not 
know the -full effect of Britieh 
bombing on German transport and 
war production. It may well be 
that such destructive raids as 
those on Cologne and Essen are 
only now beginning to be felt on 
the Russian front, Whatever the 
actual facts may be, Stalingrad 
remaine the signpost on the battle 
line, It etill reads “Stop.” 

At the two ends of the 7,000- 
mile Pacific sea front Japan last 
week had retreated from her most 
advanced positions, and in the Sol- 
omons America still held the ad- 
vantage. In the fog-shrouded Aleu- 
tlans Japanese forces evacuated 
the islands of Attu and Agattu. 
On the mountain trails of "New 
Guinea, Japanese jungle’ fighters 
had retired northward after a push 
toward Port Moresby. In the Sol- 
omons area an American task 
force slipped into Japanese waters, 
smashed hard at Japanese ship- 
ping found there, then made ite 
getaway without loss. The full 
meaning of the Japanese with- 
drawals was not clear. They might 
be strategic retreats to consolidate 
positions elsewhere or to prepare 
new blows. They might be a sign 
that the attrition attacks deliver- 
ed by United Natlone forces were 
having effect, that the initiative 
was slowly slipping from the Nip- 
ponese grasp.

New Mosquito Plane Said , 
To Be Spéedier Than 
Spitfire 
Great Britain's newest and dead- 
liest fighter-bomber plane, the 
Mosquito, has been taken off the 
“most secret” list and is now on 
the “secret” Het, and for the first 
time it may be revealed that the 
machine is being made in Canada. 


The speed of this twin-engine 
craft ie naturally a well-guarded 
secret, but it is sald to be. even 
greater than the R. A. F.’s fleety 
Spitfire. On a recent rald to Oslo, 
Norway, four Mosquitos literally 
"ran away’ from Focke-Wulf 
190 fighters—the pride of the 
Luftwaffe. 

A large order for Mosquitos has 
been placed in Canada and already 
tests of the first models are being 
made. They are flown by a _ Bri- 
tish official who came from Eng- 
land for the purpose of making 
the initial tests. High ranking of- 
ficers of the R. C. A. F. and gov- 
ernment officials have witnessed 
their performance, 

The Mosquito, according to Bri- 
tish reports, fills a needy gap for 
an all-out day and night bomber 
offensive 

As well as its terrific epeed, it Is 
capable of flying long distances 
into enemy territory and fighting 
its way back to ita base. ; 

The nearest British base from 
Oslo, Norway, is, roughly 1,000 
miles, which means that the Mos- 
quito has a range of more than 
double that distance. Surprising 
news of the plane's exploits. are 
expected to come from overseas 
within the next few months.

TABLE TALKS 


School Lunch Box 


Suggestions 


We hear much about nutrition 
these days and how esvential it is 
for our daily menus to fil] our 
nutritive needs. And it is equally 
important for mothers to/see that 
the contents of their children’s 
lunch boxes are also nutritious. 

Since sandwiches form a main 
part of the school lunch, their pre- 
paration is most important. 

Wholesome breads should be 
used for sandwiches, Graham, 
whole wheat, oatmeal, brown, 
raisin, and nut bread are excel- 
lent. Cold bran or whole wheat 
muffins or filled rolls are also 
tempting. 

Fillings of the sandwiches re- 
quire special preparation. Cheese, 
meat, eggs, nuts, dried fruits or 
vegetables should be put through 
the food chopper. Cream cheese, 
peanut butter and other compact 
substances should be thinned with 
cream. Ground meats, eggs, and 
vegetables should be moistened 
with a small amount of salad 
dressing or cream and vinegar. 
Succulent vegetables should be 
provided, if possible. Finely 
chopped celery, lettuce, water 
cress or sliced tomato may be 
used alone or with cottage cheese. 
Jellies, jams and _ conserves 
make sweet sandwiches or a tiny 
jar of the fruited sweet may be 
tucked into the lunch box, 

And please don’t forget to in- 
clude a thermos container of milk, 
and some kind of fresh fruit — 
such as an apple, pear, orange, 
banana, etc. 

Care should be" taken in the 
packing of the lunch, All foods 
not in containers should be wrap- 
ped separately in waxed paper be- 
fore being placed in the box. The 
neatly wrapped articles should be 
placed, so far as is possible, in the 
order in which the food will be 
eaten, so that those found first 
may be eaten first without dis- 
turbing the remainder. The heavi- 
est foods, however, should be plac- 
ed at the bottom. 

Select a lunch box: that can be 
kept clean. Lunch boxes should 
be washed, scalded and aired 
daily. Those made of light-weight 
metal are best. Many atractive 
boxes are now made with a vac- 
uum bottle which fits the box, 
These are highly desirable. A 
lunch box should not be air-tight, 
as a circulation of air prevents 
the mingling of odors. 

Paper napkins and cups are es- 
sential lunch box accessories, 


Russia Ready 
For Sacrifices

Both physically and psychologi- 
eally the Russians are a tough, re- 
silient people. I was visting «# 
Cossack vilage in the Kuban re- 


gion of southeastern Russia in the’ 


autumn of 1933. It was the after. 
math of a great famine. In the 
first house which I entered there 
was an old woman, her daughter 

the latter's newly born bay. 


The eyghter’s brother, his wife — 


and five children died of hunger. 
But this younk woman herself was 
full of energy and will to live. 
She had borne a child in this ter- 
rible year. And she had gone back 
to work in the collective farm as 
soon. as possible after giving birth. 

The toll of death in this famine 
was staggering. It might have 
been a mortal blow to'a western 
country with a stationary or de- 
elining birthrate. But in Russia, 
as in China, the progress of re- 
covery fram such a natural catas- 
trophe as war or famine is amaz- 
ingly swift. 

Willing To Sacrifice 

One can imagine how much this 
quality of toughness has been cul- 
tivated since 1914, Russia has 
lived through two major foreign 
wars, a violent social revolution, a 
ferocious civil war, and two dis- 


astrous famines. A people to 
whom death, sometimes in very — 
horrible forms, ‘has become so 
familiar would not shrink from 
any sacrifice in a struggle for 
nationa! survival.

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 
Time.—The book of Ecclesiastes 

may have been written about 9765 


“. B.C. Amos prophesied about 790 


to 785 B.C. The Second Epistle to 
the Corinthians, and the First Ep- 
fistle of Peter, were both written 
@bott A.D. 60. 

Place.—Ecclesiastes may have 
been written in the city of Jerus- 
salem. Amos was a prophet to the 
northern city of Israel. The Epistle 
To The Romans was written from 
the city of Corinth. The Second 
Epistic to the Corinthians was 
probably written from the city of 
Phillipi. We dé not know where 
the Apostle Peter was when he 
wrote his Firat Epistle. 

Dally Righteousness 

21. “I hate, I despise your feasts, 
and I will take no delight in your 
@olemn assemblies. 22. Yea, though 
ye offer me your burntofferings 
and meal-offerings, I will not ac- 
cept them; neither will I rogard 
the peace-offerings of your fat 
beasts. 23. Take thou away from 
me the nolse of thy songs: for I 
will rot hear the melody of thy 
viols. 24. But let justice roll down 
@s waters, and righteousness as a 
mighty stream.” The Lord sald He 
simply despised their feast days, 
and would not receive the sweet- 
smelling savour of their eacrifices, 
nor have any regard for their peace 
offerings. These sacrifices were 
all right in their place, but they 
were worthless if those offering 
them chose to live in constant 
disobedience to the laws of holi- 
ness. It f¢@ so easy to substitute 
-ritual for righteousness. The ritual 
f soon finished, but righteousness 
fs something that should mark 
every aspect of our life, every day 
of our life. 

Abuse of Liberty 

19. “So then let us follow after 
things which make for peace, and 
things whereby we may edify one 
another. 20. Overthrow not for 
meat's sake th. work of God. All 
things Indeed are clean; howbeit 
it ia evil for that man who eateth 
with offence, 21. It is good not te 
eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor 
to do anything whereby thy broth- 
 stumbleth.” The Apostle has 
been talking in this chapter about 
the love which Christians ought to 
have. for one another and the fruite 
of such a love, namely am avoid- 
ance of judgment of others, and 
especially a . determination 
not to do anything, even in the 
matter of eating and drinking, 
which would cause their Christian 
brethren to stumble. Any use ‘of 
Obristian liberty which disregards 
the damaging effect it may pro- 
duce upon a weak brother is a 
bad use. How such eating may 
prove a stumbling-block ‘6 jsut 
said but we certainly can. hurt 
others by what we drink, namely, 
intoxicating beverages. We have 
liberty for doing this, but we 
should not use this Mberty, because 
in so doing, we are Hable to lead 
&-weaker brother, who looks up 
to us for guidance,into bondage in 
these things. 

God's Assurance 

17. “Wherefore come ye out 
from among them, and be ye sep- 
arate, said the Lord, and touch no 
unclean thing; and I will receive 
you.” This separation from the 
world was not to be physical and 
local and social, but moral and 
spiritual, These Corinthians were 
not to migrate to other cities, but 
to keep free from the intimacies 
and fellowships which might ally 
them with idolatry; and today 
Christiane are to live in the world, 
while they are not of the world. 
They Hivé among their fellow men 
in close relationships: yet all the 
while they belong to another 
sphere of life. But this separation 
does not mean loneliness or loss. 
It result#e in a divine companion- 
ship whichis more than compen- 
eation for all that the world offers. 
Such was the promise to God’s 
people of old, and such ts the as- 
surance made to hia servants to- 
day. 

1, “Forasmuch then aa Chrisi 
suffered in the flesh, arm ye your. 
selves also with the same mind: 
for he that hath auffered in the 
flesh hath ceased from sin.” Let 
us refuse the lawless strivings of 
self.

A Weekly Column About This and That in Our Canadian Army 


it la quite a few weeks now since 
I waa urgently chided by an editor 
for getting too personal about the 
Reserve Army, but * can’t have 
been too bad because he published 
the article anyway. 

If you give a columnist an inch 
he always takes the proverbial eH, 
so here goes a little more about 
the men who are training them- 
selves for home defence. 

Whet brought the whole thing 
up was a suggestion made before 
the parade was dismiaesed the other 
night by the colonel that the best 
way to bring the regiment up to 
streng@ewould be for every mem- 
ber to bring in one recrult. . This 
Suggestion appealed so strongly to 
& private soldier in one of the 
companies that he turned over to 
the battalion for recruiting pur- 
poses 500 agate lines of space which 
would otherwise have been devoted 
to advertising his own business 
during the month of September. 

Another incident worth mention- 
ing is the case of a private soldier 
who spent 14 days with us at camp, 
For this he drew pay at the rate 
of $1.20 per day and when his 
cheque was handed to him he bor- 
rowed ‘a pen from his company 
commander and endorsed it over 
to the colonel with the message 
that there were no strings attach- 
ed. In due course the Ladies’ Aux- 
Ulary of our active service unit 


acknowledged to the soldier a con- 
tribution of $16.80 to ite wool fund. 

It is interesting to note that 
both the private soldiers referred 
to are Jews, 

You can't help being personal 
about a Reserve Army which is 
looked upon as so personal an in- 
stitution as is illustrated by the 
two cases I have mentioned. Both 
of these men are of categories that 
do not fit them for active service, 
both own their own businesses— 
they train in their own time and 
ho generous employer makes them 
& present of two weeks’ holiday in 
which to go to camp. 

These men are not unique, in 
fact “it-te.mretty safe to say that 
they are repréSentetive of the 
calibre of the soldiers of tbe Re 


serve Army as it is now consti-” 


tuted. 

In other words, to the reserve 
soldier of today his unit ts a per- 
@oneal thing, it is something to 
which he devotes not just the 
after-work hours two nights a 
week, 10 full Sundays in the year 
amd 14 days at camp, but a good 
many minutes of fun time during 
the day. 

He may not consciously think 
it, but in the back of the mind of 
every man who, though he may 
be working hard at a war job, pute 
in these extra hours in training 
for the eventuality of attack upon 
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ed citizen soldiers, the story ta 
Yugoslavia and Russia would have 
been very different. 

History bears out that a country 
possessed of a trained citizen-sol- 
diery in peacetime is in leas dan- 
ger of attack than the country 
which has not taken this precau- 
tion. There must have been some- 
thing wrong with Hitler’s intelli- 
gence service. It obviously fell 
down badly so far as Russia was 
concerned—and his own intelll- 
gence should have told him what 
to expect from the Yugoslava! 

A few years before the outbreak 
of war in 1914 a melodrama was 
produced in England under the 
title “An Englishman's Home." 
This play demonstrated with ter- 
rific stage effects and blood and 
death what happens when untrain- 
6d citizens attempt to defend their 
homes against fully trained invad- 
ers. If the lesson of this play had 
been learned and peaceful peoples 
had been prepared undoubtedly the 
1914-1919 war would have been 
shorter and this one might not have 

It is not. only for the warlike 
arta that we should prepare our- 
selves in peacetime, there are 
many peaceful arte that become not 
only virtues but stern necessities 
in time of war. The first of these, 
beyond doubt, is defence against 
inflation. It can the more rapidly 
become successful if, ke military 
training, it has been carried on 
during the softer years of peace. 

We were unprepared on both 
cpunts, and-on both counte the 
Individual Citizen's Army was re- 
sponsible. We found that we hed 
more pennies in our pockets for 
luxuries, if we elected, or allowed 
to remain in office, politicians who 
pared down the budget by failing 
to provide funds for military train- 
ing. Having saved those necessary 
tax pennies we wasted them on 
unnecessary frills—and now we 
find it hard to forego those frills, 

So hard, in fact, have we found 
it that we have welcomed the set- 
ting up of governmental boards and 
commissions to compel us to dis- 
continue our wasteful practices, 

The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, one of the many wartime 
bodies we have created, is vory 
much in the position of the in- 
structors of the Reserve Army. We 
have placed ourselves under it just 
sa volunteers place themselves 
under their sergeants and officers, 
aml we are learning from it just 
as privates in the Reserve Army 
learn from their instructors, how 
to discipline ourselves so that we 
may become fit to meet the rigours 
of campaigning. . 


War Workers Face 


Problem Of Tires. 


Most industrial war workers are 
being carried to their jobs in auto- 
mobiles having tires that will be 
worn out before next winter ts 
over. Nearly all the rest must 
face the same conditions before 
the end of the following winter. 
These conclusions are derived 
from a survey being conducted tn 
Massachusetts, and apply to con- 
ditions found there, but they have 
much more than merely regional 
Significance. The survey is still 
under way, and is being conducted 
by the Gtate Planning Board. 
Probably its findings are broadly 
Spplicgable to hundreds of munti- 
tions Cerise throughout the coun- 
try. 

The percentages of tires of the 
war workers that are expected to 
remain in service each month are 
as follows: It {s estimated that 
one quarter of them will be worn 
out and unusuable by the end of 
this month, that half of theni will 
be gone by March, that less than 
20 percent of them will ° last 
through next year, and that by 
June of 1943 only two or three 
percent of the tires will still sur- 
vive in service. These figures are 


' based on data covering only seven 


localities, but there {s 80 much 
similarity in the figures for the 
different plants that it seems like. 
ly that they may be fairly repre- 


sentative of such conditions else- 
where, 
Perhaps the most important con- 


clusion at which a reader arrives 
after studying the situation, is that 
&asoline rationing can provide only 
an inadequate and ineffective solu- 
tion for these tire problems. Re 
treada are needed and 


promptly, 
The data forecast a rapidly ap-
